RECRUITED IN THIS CITY. 


NONE OF THE “HOME FOLKS” 
HAVE BEEN INJURED. 


A Regiment Which Did Brilliant Ser- 
vice at Santiago and Remained 
Long at Jefferson 
Barracks. 


St. Louis has a deeper interest in the 
Twelfth Infantry than :n any other com- 
mand that took part in the fight at Angeles 
or is in the Philippines. 

The regiment came here last September 
with the honors won at FE] Caney still fresh 
upon it. Officers and men were warmly wel- 
comed by committees of citizens and a 
great feast was given the men at the Dar- 
racks. 

The ranks of every company were then de- 
pletec by sickness and death and the regi- 
ment was recrnitecd up to its full strength 
while at the Barracks. 

Following is a list of the St. Louis men 
who joined the regiment while it was at

I was immediately struck with 
the similarity of his handwriting and that 
of the bordereau, and, forthwith, I had the 
letters of Esterhazy, which were in my 
possession, photographed and showed the 
hotographs to Maj. Du Paty de Clam and 
M. Bertillon between Aug. 25 and Sept. 5.’’

Officials of the Judge Advocate General's 
Office claim it would be almost an impos- 
sibility to obtain another conviction of 
Capt. Carter, owing to the fact that many 
of the government's witnesses having died 
while others have scattered over the coun- 
try and could not be brought to teatify.

The next feature of Picquart’s deposition 
was his recital of the intrigues against 
him and the pressure exercised by Henry 
with the view of fixing on the witness the 
blame for communicating information to 
the newspapers. Then turning to the dis- 
tant mission upon which he was dis- 

atched, Picquart described the irritation 

e felt when he saw he was being removed 
because he was no longer wanted as head 
of the Intelligence Department. He ex- 
plaimed that if this disgrace had been 
frankly avowed it would have been much 
less painful to him. The Colonel also said 
that during hie absence his correspondence 
Was tampered with. 

Dealing with his mission to Tunis, which 
Picquart said ought to have been intrusted 
to a commissary of police. the witness de- 
clared it was then that Henry, abandoning 
his underhand intreues, began a campaign 
of open persecution, Henry wrote to the 
witness, accusing him of communicating in- 
formation to the press, with disclos.ng the 
contents of the secret documents, and with 
attempting to suborn officers in connection 
With the petit bleu. It was then Picquart 
learned of the existence of the forged sec- 
ret documents directed against himself 
and foresaw his own ruin if the Dreyfus 
affair was reopened, and, to safeguard him- 
self he entrusted to a lawyer friend a cer- 
tain letter from Gen. Gonze, at the same 
time acquainting the lawyer with what he 
knew of Esterhazy and instructing the law- 
yer how he should intervene, if the occa- 
sion demanded it. 

This lawyer, M. de Blois, communicated 
with M. Scheurer-Kestner, then one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the Senate, and the rep- 
resentations of the latter to Premier Me- 
line's Government followed. 

When Piquart’s furlough was due, Gen. 
Le Clerc, commanding in Tunis, was or- 
dered to send Picquart to the frontier ol 
Tripoli. Le Clere commented to the wil- 
ness on this abnormal order, and Picquart 
confided to the General the probable reas- 
ons for it, and his belief in the innocence 
of Dreyfus. Gen Le Clere thereupon or- 
derered Piequart not to go beyond Gables. 

In the meanwhile the campaign in Paris 
Was continued. Esterhazy appeared among 
the witnesses and accusers. Picquart here 
created a sensation by incidentally remark- 
ing that the Judges in 18954 were 6ehameful- 
ly deceived in having the document contain- 
ing the worde ‘“ette canailie de 
communicated to them. 

Witness bitterly recited the details of the 
various machinations with the view of in- 
criminating him, instigated by Henry, Es- 
terhazy and Paty de Clam. 

(ol. Jouaust, president of the court, hav- 
ing asked for explanations on certain 
points Picquart said: 

“If I tefl you all this, gentlemen, it is 
to show what must have been the mental 
attitude towards me of the members of the 
courtmartial which tried Esterhazy.”’ 

When he resumed his deposition the wit- 
ness said he regretted he had not been given 
the opportunity to contradict his accusers 
at that courtmartial. 

“I have almost finished my task,”’ added 
Picquart; “but I ask permission to refer 
to the way the bordereau came to the 
War Office. I have doubts in regard to 
the person who brought the bordereau. 
Two quite different persons could certainly 
have delivered the bordereau in 1894. But 
if an intelligent person had delivered it 
he would certainly have insisted on the 
value of its contents.”’

ORIGIN OF THE CONSPIRACY 


Tracing the Steps of the Plotters and 
Demonstrating the Motives 
That Moved Them.

The question is asked by many persons 
interested in the Dreyfus case, What was 
the original motive for this plot against 
an innocent and obscure man? Why, from 
the first, was it deemed necessary to de- 
etroy Dreyfus? Whose interests were in- 
volved? 

According to the facts brought out since 
the conviction of Dreyfus, the answer to 
these questions will be found in the fol- 
lowing brief history: 

Prominent members of the 
quarter staff, ail of whom, remember, are 
miserably underpaid, from Gen. de Bois- 
deffre, with his £1000 a year, down to Com- 
mandant Henry, with his £200, were engaged 
in 18M, as for years past, in increasing thelr 
incomes by selling confidential information 
to the foreign military attaches in Paris, 
of whom Maj. von Schwarzkoppen (as he 
then was), representing Germany, was the 
most important. Esterhazy acted aa the 
outside broker. He received, in addition to 
a regular retaining fee from that attache, 
special fees for any epecially valuabie 
documents he might be able to deliver. As 
he was Only an ordinary regimental of- 
ficer, he could only be of use ae the condult 
pipe of the traitors inside the war office, 
with whom he necessarily had to share 
the plunder. We know that when he orig- 
inally offered 


French head- 


his services to Maj. von 
Schwarzkoppen, the latter at once said to 
Esterhazy, “Show me your credentials,”’ 
and only consented to employ him on being 
satisfied that ‘‘the firm i” commanded al] 
the secreta of the war office. That the 
band made money is indicated by the re- 
port of a French Ambassador at a foreign 
capital, who, in 1897, informed his foreign 
office that Esterhazy was sald to have re- 
ceived no less than 200,000 francs (£8000) 
from this traffic.

RENNES, France, Aug. 18.—Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lohe, who has been in charge of the 
mounted gendarmes doing duty about the 
Dreyfus court-martial, died suddenly yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The anti-Dreyfusites openly charge the 
Dreyfusites with being responsible for his 
death. 

The local newspapers in their accounts of 
it print in big head lines: 

“Another Victim of the Dreyfusites’ Ven- 
om.”’ 

It is rumored that Col. Lohe biew out his 
brains because of attacks in the newspapers 
friendly to M. Labori. Another story is that 
death was due to heart disease. It is prac- 
tically impossible to get at the truth. 

Col. Lohe, aman of ta1,, commanding fiz- 
ure, had been one of the most conspicuous 
personages on the scene since the beginning 
of the trial. 

At the time of the assault on M. Labori he 
led the first platoon detached to maintain 
order on Richmond Bridge, the scene of the 
shooting. 

His conduct, under the painful circumm- 
stances, was severely commented upon. It 
was charged that he was brutal, coarse, 
lacked tact, and was in every way unfit for 
the delicate position he occupied. 

Col. Lohe took these attacks to heart and 
grew despondent to such a degree that his 
health was affected. 

Yesterday morning, during the sitting of 
the court-martial, he was obliged to leave 
the room, saying he was too iil to remain 
until the close of the session. 

Two hours later news of his death leaked 
out, though at first it was denied at his 
house. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was first 
informed by some relatives of the dead man 
that death was due to pulmonary troubles, 
and later that heart disease was the cause.

PORTO RICO STORM.

MANY MORE ARE STARVING. 


The Poor Have Nothing Left and Must 
Depend Wholly on Outside 
Assistance.

Visits to the most distressed portions of 


the islands prove that the former reports Of 
the terrible conditions have not been in the 


least exaggerated. 
People in the towns are huddled together 


anywhere for shelter. In the country the 
people are sleeping in the open air. The 
food supplies have been totally destroyed. 
Only the well-to-do can afford to buy pro- 


visions. 
I’nless succor comes in a few days the 


people will starve. The supplies from San 
Juan have not arrived at the towns, but 


are expected. 

The depots in many towns are already 
suilrounded by large numbers of hungry 
persons. 

The Mayors of the towns have received 
no authority to dispense moneys, but most 
of them are contributing generously out of 
their own pockets to supply the most urgent 
needs. 

As far a« Cagus and Cayey the sanitary 
conditions are not threatening, but reports 
from the towns further south state that 
their condition is dangerous. The perl! lies 
in the herding of the inhabitants in the 
towns. 

Several of the soldiers were wounded dur- 
ingthe recent hurricane, but it is learned 
that there were no deaths among (them. 

The best posted persons agree that it will 
be necessary to provide work for the in- 
habitants and seeds for the next planting. 
An official report from Guaymas says that 
255 houses were destroyed, 172 seriously in- 
jured and 204 damaged by the storm. 

At Yabucoa the police are obliged to pro- 
tect the peasants bringing fruit from the 
country in order to prevent it being taken 
away from them by force by the hungry 
mobs. The situation there is most des- 
perate. 

In the district surrounding Mayaguez 
scores of women, old men and children are 
homeless and begging shelter and food, The 
schooner Conception loaded with 200 Porto 
Ricans, going as emigrants to Samana, 
went adrift to-day. All jumped overboard 
and several were drowned. 

A Mayaguez paper reminds the public 
that in the year 1841 the city was destroyed 
by fire. Two days later the Governor was 
personally distributing $50,000 among those 
who most needed it. The principal street 
of the city bears his name In remembrance 
of this act.

School Officials Preparing for Much 
Confusion in Consequence of 
This Necessary Measure. 


Supt. Soldan and his assistants are hard 
at work preparing for the opening of school 
on Tuesday, Sept. 5, instead of the first 
Monday in September, because Labor Day 

on that date. 
The most important problem to be solved 
is the selection of 11 new principals. They 
will not be announced until just before 
school opens. Of the vacancies, four are 
in new schools. These are the Sherman, 
Monroe, Elliott and Jackson. The last 
will not be completed in time for the open- 
ing of the school] year, and the old leased 
Mullanphy and the old Jackson Schools 
will be continued in use until it is finished. 
The old schools whose principalships are 
vacant are the Mount Pleasant, Meramec, 
Franklin, Gratiot, Laclede, O'Fallon and 
Penrose. 

Principal Peterson of the Mount Penrose 
has been granted a leave of absence for a 
year to complete a course of study at Har- 
vard. Mrs. Cooper, who was at the head 
or the Meramec School so many years, re- 
signed. The same is true o ’rincipals 
Good.et of the Franklin, Fertig of the 
Gratiot, Miss Howard of the Laclede, Mu- 
gan of the O'Fallon and Miss Bacon of the 
Penrose. 

It has been found necessary, because of 
the new schools, to redistrict the city. This 
will cause some confusion and a good deal 
of annoyance to teachers. pupils and par- 
ents: at the opening of school, because 
of the affection which children and par- 
ents have for certain teachers. Many chil- 
dren wiil find when they go back to school 
this vear that they wi.l no longer be un- 
der thelr old teachers. 

The manual training and domestic science 
departments have been greatly enlarged 
s.nce last year. Another room for each has 
been added at the Hodgen School in the 
southern part of the city. Besides the 
Hodgen, pupils from the geeventh and 
eighth grades of the Peabody. 
Garfield and Charless Schools wil] be in- 
structed In manual training and domestic 
sc.ence at these new rooms. 

There will be no changes in the course 
of study this year. The new course which 
had its first trial last year has been gout 
into working shape and is expected to 
prove even more successful during the 
coming year. The experience of last year 
has shown just how much can he done 
in each branch during the year, and the 
work this year will be much easier in con- 
sequence.

THE LAW NOT COMPLIED WITH. 


HOUSEHOLDERS DON’T PREPARE 
THEIR GARBAGE PROPERLY. 


The Law Requires That It Be Placed 
in Watertight Receptacles and 
Not Mixed With Foreign 
Substances. 


City Health Officer Francis answers the 
numerous complaints that garbage not 
being properly hauled by charging that cit- 
izens are not complying with the ordinance 
governing the preparation of the garbage 
for carting away. 

To each complainant he is mailing a copy 
of the ordinance. 

“The garbage contractor is hauling from 
312 to 318 tons of garbage per day,” Mr. 
Francis said Friday, ‘‘and that is about 250 
tons a day more than he could be com- 
pelled to haul if he chose to make an is- 
sue of the matter. 

“The ordinance sets forth (1) that the 
Zarbage receptacles must be water-tight. 
of strong material, with proper covers, and 
of a capacity of not less*than five nor 
more than 15 gallons: must be portable, 
and must be placed upon the premises near 
the alley not more than five feet from the 
building line, and so arranged as to be 
accessible to the driver of the garbage wac- 
ons or carts. If there are not any al.eys, 
or if such alleys are impassable for wag- 
ons, then the garbage must be placed in 
covered water-tight receptacles on the side- 
walks near the street line. 

“The garbage contractor is not required 
to remove garbage mixed with any foreign 
substance, such as dirt, tin cans, glass. etc. 
Sone animals or to do any shoveling of 
oO ‘ 

“Since the complaints have become so 
numerous I have conducted a little quiet 
investigation and the reports of my officers 
show that a very small per cent of cit.zens 
properly prepare their garbage. The water- 
tight cover vessels are rare. In the great 
majority of cases old boxes, buckets. and 
coal scuttles are used. This is not accord- 
ing to ordinance and the contractor could, 
under his contrat, refuse to touh the garb- 
age. Then we have found that foreign sub- 
stances and frequently mixed with the garb- 
age. If this is not drt or ashes the con- 
tractor generally carts it away. 

“The health authorities appreciate that it 
is very unpleasant to have the garbage 
stand on the sidewalk, but this must be 
done where there are no accessible alleys 
This is a rule that must be enforced, as it 
prevents accumulation of garbage in the 
rear yards and prevents disease. , 

‘A West Bnd citizen writes me a strong 
complaint against the arbage contractor. 
He says his garbage has not been col- 
lected for several] days and ‘his alley is in 
Z00d condition,’ Investigation shows that 
the alley is in good condition, but the 
Street Department is making a street at 
one end of the alley and a Wagon could not 
be taken through. The width of the alleys 
does not permit turning the earts. This 
condition prevails in several] West End dis- 
tricts where the alleys are in good condi- 
tion. The only relief for these citizens is 
to place the garbage on the s‘dewalk or 
carry it to the mouth of the alley. We 
cannot compel the contractor to carry it 
from the yards to the street.” 

Mr. Francis attributes the unusual num- 
ber of complaints this season to the great 
vegetable yield and the warm weather.

ROCKVILLE, Md., Aug. 18.—Armistead 
i\Taylor and John Alfred Brown were 
|'hanged here this morning for the murder 
of Louis Rosenstein, a farmer, and his 

wife. 

Taylor and Brown robbed and murdered 
Louis Rosenstein and his wife, Dora, 
morning of May 13, 1899, at the little town 
of Slidell. Montgomery County, Md. 

Brown wis arrested, together with a 
woman with whom he lived, mainly because 
Taylor boarded with them.

No one is so foolish as to believe that if our beef 
combine wins the English market the price of beef will be 
reduced. It will merely offer fresh occasions for a rise in 
prices. The clutch of monopoly will be tighter. The in- 
creased demand for American beef will be the excuse for an- 
other squeeze of consumers.

The dreary waste of bombast, rhetoric and prejudice which 
has characterized the Dreyfus trial was agreeably relieved 
yesterday by the evidence of Col. Picquart and M. Bertullus, 
the magistrate who received Col. Henry’s confession of forg- 
ery.

NEW. GRADE OF OATS 


MAY BE ESTABLISHED BY MER- 
CHANTS EXCHANGE. 


WHITE OATS CONTRACT GRADE. 


Petitions Read From New York Pro- 
duce Exchange Giving Reasons 
for Advocating the Change. 


Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change received a communication Friday 
from W. L. Green, Jr., a member of the 
Exchange, enclosing a plan for a radical 
change in the rules governing future trad- 
ing in oats. The enclosure is a petition 
signed by members of the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange, who desire that it should 
be circulated also among St. Louis and 
Chicago traders. It asks that white oats 


instead of mixed oats be made the contract 
grade for future deliveries. 

The reason stated is that mixed oats con- 
stitute only a small proportion of each 
year’s crop, while white oats more nearly 
represent the buik of the output. It is 
averred that under the present system of 
demanding mixed oats on contract a 
squeeze is easily worked to the detriment 
of the speculative market. 

The signers desire that of 
white oats be established which will ap- 
proximate the quality of No. 2 mixed and 
embrace about 75 per cent of the grade 
now known as No. 3 white. 

The communication will be submitted to 
the Board of Directors at its next meeting. 
The reform desired has been partially 
worked in this market already, as No. 2 
white oats as well as No, 2 mixed are now 
deliverable on contract here.

John Scollard Made an Unnecessary 
Mystery by Giving Fic- 
titious Names. 


A carriage bearing on its outer doors the 


pensary at 11 o’clock Friday morning and 


stopped there. 

From the carriage alighted a well-dressed 
man, who helped to the pavement a woman 
fashionably attired. She leaned heavily 
upon him as she entered the Dispensary.

The man said she was very sick and re- 
quired immediate attention, 

The woman said her name was Mary 
Scott and that she lived at 1213 South 
Seventh street. In reply to inquiries she 
admitted that a criminal operation had been 
performed upon her. 

The man gave his name as John Scott, 
and sald he was the woman’s brother and 
that he lived far out on the Natural Bridge 
road. 

Dispensary physicians made a quick ex- 
amination of the woman and found her con- 
dition so serious that immediate removal 
to the City Hospital was recommended. 

The couple resumed their places in 
carriage and were driven rapidly to the 
hospital. There the man and woman re- 
peated their story, but this time the man 
gave his addrees as 3325 Lucas avenue. 


Inquiry at the address on South Seventh 
street showed that no person named Scott 
lives there nor is known tin the neighbor- 
— The address was fictitious, appar- 
ently. 

The woman, when seen at the City Hos- 

ital, was in a rather defiant mood, an 
nelined to resent the queries put to her. 
After much questioning she told this story 
in a disconnected way: 

“My name is Mary Scott, and I am here 
as the result of an operation that I per- 
formed myself last Sunday. 

“I did not get sick till Wednesday; then 
I told my husband. My sister-in-law also 
knew what I had done. They hired a car- 
riage and we came here. 

“My husband's name is John Scort, and 
we live at Fourteenth and Chouteau ave- 
nue. He brought me here with my sister- 
in-law, who is also named Scott. She lives 
on Lucas avenue, near 3300, but 1 do not 
know the exact number.” 

The hospitai physicians say that the 
woman is not in a dangerous condition. It 
was decided to operate on her at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, i 

John Scott was found at 1 o'clock at 3320 
Lucas avenue. He is about 3) years oid. 
He made the following statement to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

‘The woman I took to the hospital is my 
wife, Mary Scott. If a crimina operation 
has been performed upon her, I knew noth- 
ing of it beforehand. 

“TI have been out of employment for a 
while, and my wife was stopping with her 
mother at 1224 South Seventh street, while I 
came out here to my mother’s house. 

“Recently my wife went to stay with a 
friend at Grand avenue and Natural Bridge 
road. I will not give the friend’s name, be- 
cause it isn't necessary. Last night my wife 
sent for me and said she was sick. I told her 
I would cal Ithis morning with a carriage 
and take her to the City Dispensary. This 1 
did. If an operation has been performed 
upon her I am certainly innocent of previous 
knowledge of it.’’ 

Later Scott said his real name was John 
Scollard. And under much questioning 
made this statement: 

‘“T have been married six years. My 
wife’s maiden name was MoArdle and her 
mother lives at the number I have previous- 
ly given, 1213 South Seventh street. My wife 
had “been employed for two years in the 
home of Mrs. Annie Jackson, Grand avenue 
and Natural Bridge road. 

“My wife and I have been separated for 
two years, but yesterday I heard she was 
sick and to-day I took her to the dispen- 
sary. We gave assumed names because we 
did not care for any publicity. That’s the 
whole truth.”’ 

No. 1213 South Seventh street is a room- 
ing house kept by Mrs. J. McArdle. She 
said no girl named Mary Scott was living 
at the house and that she knew no girl of 
that name. 

She said she had a daughter whose name 
was May Scollard, who was employed up- 
town, but she said her daughter went to 
work as usual Friday morning.

“Museum of Carelessness’” a Catchy 
Name for the Storehouses of 
Books aad Pamphlets. 


Tf you have lost a photograph or a sam- 
ple of silk, or a paper cutter or a letter 
from Him, or any other odd thing that 
you are in the habit of using for a book 
mark, or are a subscriber at a library, 
zo there and see if you don’t find it. The 
chances are that you will. 

A museum of carelessness could be sup- 
plied with a full stock of curios by al- 
most any large library, just from the odd 
articles left in returned books. Folks sit- 
ting down to read are called hastily. Wish- 
ing to retain their place, they pick up the 
first thing that comes handy and insert it 
in the volume. Then, when they resume 
their reading, they transfer the temporary 
marker to another part of the book. The 
time expires, the book is returned hurried- 
ly, without examination, and—another queer 
article finds its way to the library scrap 
heap. It is missed some time from the 
home, but the mystery of its going is never 
solved. 

“You'd be astonished,” sald a receiving 
clerk in one of the large libraries recently, 
“at the queer assortment of ‘finds’ I've 
made since I’ve been on here, and it hasn't 
been long, either. They include gas bills, 
grocery bills, and, In fact, all sorts of bills 


—yes, even dollar bills, but they’re al- 
ways claimed; love letters which would 
turn your cheeks pink—of course I read 


‘em; wouldn't you?—bits of lace, samples of 
dress goods, sketches gloves, postage 
stamps, all varieties of hair pins and orna- 
ments—it would take hours merely (to 
catalogue them. 

“The funniest thing I ever found, I 
think—barring the love letters, which 
come often and not unnaturally—was a lock 
of hair. It was a lovely bit, of that pretty 
auburn shade that poets talk about, and it 
was tied with a plece of black velvet rib- 


bon. It was a good long strand, but not 
thick, and the bookK”’it was in—a copy of 
‘The Man Who Laughs,’ by Hugo—had 


been kept out twice the ordinary time, so 


the hair was nice and flat and unnotice- 
able. The first I knew of it was when I 
went to put the book away and it dropped 
edge down. Then the hair fell out. I 
looked for the man who returned it, but 
[ couldn't find him, 

“Of course, the more valuable things 


found are returned; The user of a book is 
known by number, and in that way may be 
identified. But often some later drawer of 


the book finds the treasure trove and it 
is net of any intrinsic value, so the time, 
trouble and expense of tracing back an 


ownership doesn’t pay. 

“We are coemenell to look through every 
hook returned, and we do, but only in a 
cursory sort of fashion. n consequence, 
the findings still go on. And I suppose 
they will as long as there are careless per- 
s0ns who read.”
